The three Western powerss chal- 
lenged Russia today to clear the 
way for unifying Germany by con- 
senting to completely, free all-Ger- 
man elections tied in with guar- 
antees of full individual freedoms.

U.S. Clamps on 
Movements of 
Romanians 


VVjishington, May 26 —(/P)— The 


United States today clamped tight 
restrictions on the movement of 
Romanian diplomats in the United 
States. 


The move was in tetalialion for 


actions taken against the Ameri- 
can legation in Bucharest by Ro- 
mania's Communist government. 


Announcing the step ut a news 


conference, U n d e r secretary of 
State Webb -said 
Romania 
has 


been informed that the U n i t e d 
States will reduce its official per- 
sonnel in Bucharest in accordance 
with a Romanian demand that the 
staff be slashed to 10 persons. 


The travel ban r e s t r i c t s the 


movements of Romanian Minister 
Mihai Magheru and his staff to an 
area of 35 miles around the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 


Minister Magheru was told in a 


note Webb sent him today: 


"Permission to go beyond 
the 


area so described (35 miles 
from 


the D. C. boundaries) shall be re- 
quested in advance of the depart 
nient of state according to a pre- 
scribed form, of which a facsimile 
is enclosed herwith xxx."

to require cooperatives to pay nor- 
mal business taxes. 


The house ways and means com- 


mittee late yesterday rejected pi 
posals to make certain now-exempt 
income o£ the co-ops subject 
to 


regular corporation tax rates. 


Mason, a committee member 


called that action an indication of 
"political favoritism 
for 
co-ops,' 


and said it was just one more sign 
that "there will be no tax 
bil! 


this year." 


That would sound the death knel 


for 
committee-approved cuts in 


excise taxes totalling $1,080,000,000 
The house group is trying to slasl 
excises and raise additional ,rev 
enue all in one bill. 


.While it refused to vote new co 


op taxes, the committee did vot 
to pick-up an estimated $20,000,00 
extra annually by tightening up on 
taxes due under present law from 
co-op stockholders and on the pa 
tronage dividends received by co 
op patrons.
